(The Columbia. Mass.. Citizen.) 
Ii is quite natural that newspapers 
occupying the morning field should 
claim superior advantages for the 
morning paper and that those occu- 
pying the evening field should deny 
this claim and assert them In their 
own behalf Yet we believe that any 
unprejudiced Jury would find a ver- 
dict in favor of the evening newspa- 
per under almost any conditions. 

The only advantage the morning 
paper can claim Is that It Is occa 
sionally possible for Its circulation 
to cover a wider territory than that 
of the evening paper. Hut while this 
Is possible, It is seldonf the case for 
two reasons: First, the stronger de- 
mand for evening papers, and sec- 
ond, the facilities of transportation, 
which make It possible for the even- 
ing paper to cover an ample field In 
city and country. 

But the evening paper possesses 
distinct advantages not at all char- 
acteristic of ita morning contempo- 
rary. The evening Is pre-eminently 
the time for reading, and what Is 
read in the evening hours Is much 
more likely to be absorbed and re- 
membered than the same information 
seen during the busy hours of the 
day. The evening paper gives the 
news of the day of publication, 
whereas the morning paper glvea the 
news of the day previous. The even- 
ing paper la almost Invariably 12 
hours ahead of its morning contem- 
porary aa a purveyor of news. Es- 
pecially is this true of local news, 
which constitutes one of the most 
Important departments of every 
newspaper. 

l.ocal news events are recorded In 
the daytime, an hundred to one as 
compared with the night, and they 
appear In the evening paper the day 
t bey occur The morning paper takes 
them as a rehash and usually obtains 
them with the aid of a paste pot and 
a pair of scissors For all theae rea- 
sons the average of circulation Is in 
favor of the evening newspaper, and 
the sphere of Its Influence Is Im- 
measurably broader than that of the 
morning paper. 

From the advertiser's standpoint 
equal advantages lie with the even- 
ing journalism. The housewife fortl 
fles herself for the day s shopping 
expedition by the perusal of her ev- 
ening paper the night before she 
starts out. She does not go to the 
morning paper for the desired infor- 
mation on tOOOUBl Of three reasons 
First, the chances that there la no 
morning pit per in her household; 
second. If there Is. she could have 
gotten the Information from the ev- j 
enlng papers twelve hours before; 
third, in the majority of cases, she 
has not the time to look at newspa- 
pers in ihe morning hours. 

Household duties begin to multl- j 
ply. the children have to be prepared 
for school, (he baby must have his I 
bath, and the cook always goes oi.

Dead borsat, swill, liquids and lr 
fact everything from the kitchens in 
the way of refuse, all manure from 
the streets and everything picked us 
in the city Is cremated in the plant 
The plant is supplied with a boiler 
and while the garbage and refuse 
mailer is being burned, the heal can 
be used in manufacturing steam for 
mnning (he light plant or other use 
If desired. 

Serretar> Fowler has been corres- 
ponding with many titles where such 
plant* are used and finds them ver.. 
uceessful. The following extracts 
trom a letter from Atlanta, Oa., 
■■hows »ii. 1 1 a eosnplwti incinerating 
plaut with a capacity of Incinerating 
two hundred tons of garbage, .1. :i : 
animals and combustible refuse pei 
day. and evaporating all liquids did 
there: 

"The new incinerator Is a complec 
success and burns to a flue ash ail 
Karbage and refuse collected Iu the 
city. Only a very limited amount of 
white dry vapor (perfectly free from 
dust or particles of paper) emits from 
tbe smoke stacks and is entirely odoi 
less. 

"The plant is situated near th<- 
bixiness center of the city and In 
I roxlnilty to the new large Union 
passenger station. 

"The cost of complete Incineratlou. 
.in hiding labor and fuel does not ex 
reed 10 cents per ton. 

"The furnac* will produce a large 
amount of steam, which if utilise*!, 
would possibly make the plant at 
ltast self-sustaining, thereby saving 
the city an expense heretofore in- 
curred of from $1 ioo to II. .sun per 
month. 

"From a sanitary standpoint It is 
perfect. 

"The plant Is in daily operatioi. 
and anyone visiting (he city Is per- 
fectly welcome to call and witness jt1 
work'ngs.

"While the city has no approprla 
Hon for such a plant." a well-known 
elt) metal explained this morning, 
"she can easily provide for one foi 
next year or even the year after, If 
the funds run short next year. The 
people will, of rourte. first have to 
be educated to a proper disposition 
of the garbage ai cumulated in fhei; 
>ards and from their kitchens. The 
board of works will shortly suggest 
'hat Hi* residents be compelled to 
keep large cans or barrels wher» 
their ashes, garbage and refuse be 
placed, and next will come the recom- 
mendation thai tbe city employ carta 
ai her own expense io umber this re- 
fuse. This will save tbe street de 
partmeni from cleaning the streets. 
When tbe residents become act un-
